The Deliveries of Corn on Wednes- 
day’s Sales.

A New Caller’s Stand--How Corn Was Brought 
Here--Notes. 


The Wednesday’s sellers of cash No. 2 
corn have beenhaving a lively time of it in 
the past forty-eight hours. Sales of that 
grade of corn on Wednesday were over 500 
cars, and about 75,000 bushels besides. The 
sellers of these held bills of lading for about 
all this corn, and expected sure to have it in 
by this morning; not alone to have it into 


g; 
market, but inspected, into elevator, and the 
receipts insured to them, so they could make 
their deliveries by 11 a.m. But “the best 
laid plan of mice and men gang aft aglee.”’ 
The receivers ol this corn did all that mortal 
men could do to get their grain in 
in time to make their deliveries. They 


were out at the railroad tracks Wednesday 
afternoon, all day yesterday and this morn- 
ing working for all they were worth for their 
customers’ benefit, but they found it impos- 
sibie to get all the corn into elevator they 
had sold. Someof these commission men 
say they hold bills of lading for corn that 
ought to have been here last week and that 
hasn’t moved yet. One firm has 100 cars still 
out; another 50,and others smaller amounts. 
Who is to blame forthe non-arrival of this 
corn it is hard to say, but one of the suffer- 
ers claims that there was “‘greasing’”’ to ge 

the corn in and “greasing’’ to keep the corn 
away, and the “grease’’ to keep it away was 
stronger than that to get it 
here. Yet, while the arrivals of 
corn were not up to the sellers’ expectations, 
it is said that deliveries were large, though 
the full amount could not be arrrived at. The 
November deal was not all settled up to noon 
to-day, and the shorts holding out no more 
disposition to come to the longs’ terms than 
they did Wednesday. The cash market for 
No. 2 corn. drop iol to 55 cents to-day, or 13 
cents below the Rovember price. 

A NEW CALLER’S STAND. 

The new caller stand at the Call Board was 
placed in  eapomneyy yesterday and to-day was 
all ready for use. Itisa handsome piece of 
furniture of carved walnut. The ecaller’s 
desk looks very much in shape like a pulpit, 
and stands forward abouta foot and a half 
nearer the front row of seats than did the 
old stand. On this desk are two large disks. 
Upon one of these disks is recorded the dif- 
ferent grades of grain: upon the other the 
names of the months traded in for future 
delivery. Attached to each of these disks is 
acrank. Back of.the caller’s stand is a 
sounding-buard and above, profecting slight- 
ly isa handsomely carved cornice. In this 
cornice are two openings, in one of which 
is shown the different grades and in 
the other the months, corresponding 
to the disks mentioned above. By turning 
the cranks on the disks so thatan opening 


| space in the crank shows through it the name 


of agrade ora month, a revolving drum in 
the cornice above turns and reveals through 
the apertures the same grade vr month that 
the open space in the crank shows. At the 
same time the crank is turneda chime of 
bells inside the caller’s stand rings and indi- 
cates to the operator a change in the order o 
calling. ‘The whole thing works by electric- 
ity, which was put in place by C. Heisler, 
the electrician. The idea, however, from 
which it was conceived, is that of H. W. 
Kirchner, the architect, and is elaborated 
from the former annunciator and recorder 
erected some time ago under his supervision, 

HOW CORN WAS BROUGHT HERE. - 

Hg Joe Nanson, of Billingsley & Nan 
son, had an experience in getting corn to fill 
his firm’s November shortage that probably 
no one else ever wentthrough. The Captain 
went down into the New Madrid section and 
traveled all through that section on horse- 
back buying up all the corn he could find that 
he thought would grade No. 2 in St. Louis. 
He was gone eighteen days, ten of which he 
passed in the saddle, passing from 
one farmer to another. Some nights 
he would wake them up at 
3o’clock in the morning and get them to 
shelling. Some times they would shell all 
night, the captain standing by and examin- 
ing the corn as it fell from the sheller. He 
was so far successful that he was enabled to 
fill nearly every bushel of their shortage 
with the actual corn, bringing here about 
175,000 bushels, The quality of this corn was 
very fine. it being of the St. Charles variety 
and nearly ail as dry as a bone. :

STAGE ACCIDENTS.

Comment on the Frank Frayne 
Tragedy 


What Professionals Think of Shooting and 
Other Daring Feats. 


“The killing of poor Annie Von Behren by 
Frank Frayne last night,” said Mr. Pope, 
stage manager of Pope’s Theater, toa Post- 
DiIspATCH reporter this morning, “‘was a 
lamentable affair, but only one of those trag- 
edies which must be looked for as long as 
such foolhardy feats are allowed by the 
law, enjoyed bythe people and provided 
by theatrical managers. ‘There are people 
who charge the degeneracy of the stage upon 
the managers. claiming that if good, healthy 


‘comedy were provided the public taste would 


improve accordingly. Well, just let one of 
them take a theater for two weeks and try 
comedy one week and a border play with an 
apple-shooting episode in it the next, and 
then compare the box receipts. As longas the 
law permits such exhibitions the  trag- 
dies wih happen every now 
and then, and these occurrences 
must have one of two resuits—they 
will either cause such a feeling against them 
that they will be stopped or else their popu- 
larity will be greatly increased. It is the 
chance of a killing which draws people to the 
theaters where such exhibitions occur.” 

‘Then you know Mr. Frayne?” 

“Yes, and he was a steady, sober fellow, 
absolutely confident in his powers as a marks- 
man, and how this affair happened I cannot 
imagine. It just goes to show that fatalities 
wili occur even when the dangeris reduced, 
ed, apparently, to a minimum. 
Frayne was going to be married to Miss 
Von Behren next Christmas day. All the 
arrangements were peureeren and the wed- 
ding, which was to 
of a very romanticattachment, prom 
be a very interesting affair.” 

“IT suppose that even in erformances 
which are not spiced with such blood-cur- 
diing feats there is always more or less 
danger to the actors?” 

“It is only by constant watchfulness 
that safety is secured, especially 
in the spectacular pieces which are now so 
popular. So much fire is used that a confla- 
gration may occur at any moment if itis not 
guarded at every point. The other night I 
averted a tire simply by being at the right 
spot atthe proper time. In the play now 
running there are a number of drop scenes, 
which are of a very inflammable nature. 
Near a point where a red fire was blazing, 
a drop fell, which, following its 
proper direction should have escaped the 
flame. A party near, however, gave the can- 
vas a jolt and it fell over the flame. That 
instant 1 caught it and jerked it aside just in 
time. In another moment the drop would 
have been a mass of flame, and there is no 
telling what the result might have been.”’ 

‘Then there are accidents in carpentering, 
are there not?” 

“Not so many. The carpentering is done 
very carefully; still, occasionally a piece of 
wood-work will become worn out with ser- 
vice and an accident follow.

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CHARTERS AND POLICE POWER. 

In sustaining the constitutional validity of 
what are called the Granger laws, by which 
some States sought to regulate railway 
charges, the United States Supreme Court 
held thata State may, by law, limit the 
amount of charges for freights and fares, 
‘unless restrained by some contract in the 
charter.” At its present term this august 
tribunal will hear and decide a case brought 
before it on purpose to test the scope and 
application of this proviso in its former de- 
cision. 

The charter of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railroad provided that the com- 
pany might fix its own rates. Subsequently, 
in 1871, the State of Illinois enacted a law 
limiting the rate of railroad fares to a certain 
maximum per mile. A passenger in the com- 
pany’s cars tendered 2 conductor 18 cents 
the company had fixed 
at 20 cents, two cents more than the 
law allowed. The conductor refused the 
is cents and put the passenger aff the train 
for refusing to pay the rate charged by the 
company. The conductor was arrested and 
fined, and the Supreme Court of I[ilinois sus- 
tained the fine and the right of the passenger 
to ride at the rate fixed by the statute. 

This case has been carried to the United 
States Supreme Court by the company, which 
pleads that the Illinois statute of 1871 is un- 
constitutional and not binding as applied to 
that company, because it was enacicd in vio- 
lation of the contract by which the State

Those who have au- 
thority to suppress such dangerous perform- 
ances and refuse todo it make themselves 
accomplices inthe guilty results, with less 
excuse than the poor strollers who make a 
living by it. Itis a mathematicai certainty 
that out of a certain number of trials of the 
FRANK FRAYNE marksmanship one will fail, 
and the result of failure is the death of one 
innocent human being. If this were the 
first warning we had _ had of - the 
fatal rasults of this awful foolishness it 
inight be permitted to hope that pub- 
lic sentiment and municipal ordi- 
nance would put an end to it.

CURFEW IN IRELAND. 

As each new act of repression on the part 
of England is answered by fresh outrages on 
the part of the turbulent element in Ireland, 
and thus a pretext is made for fresh acts of 
repression, it need not surprise any one to 
know that the English Government has con- 
sented to extend to Dublin the curfew fea- 
tures of the repression act, under which all 
citizens are liable to arrest for appearing 
out of doors an hour after sunset. -It is hard 
to imagine what new features of repression 
remain to be introduced. The press is pretty 
effectually muzzled, the privilege of Parlia- 
ment does not protect Irishmen in the 
right of free speech, the crime of un- 
lawfully assembling subjects offenders to 
summary punishment, and the crime of dis- 
persing is almost as bad.. The penalty of im- 
prisonment withott trial is awarded for the 
offense of being suspectea of intending to 
commit an offense, and now the common 
right of going abrvad after dark is denied to 
the people of Dublin and the suburbs. Eng- 
land has occasionally come forward to pro- 
test against the political oppression of Aus- 
tria in Italy, or of the Bourbons in Naples, 
and especially of the unspeakable Turk in 
his treatment of the unfortunates under his 
rule. But there is nothing in Turkish op- 
pression or in Russian despotism which is 
not surpassed by the elaborate provisions of 
repression enforced by England against her 
unfortunate subjects in Ireland, and which 
prove her unfitness to govern that or any 
other country.

THOUCHT-READING. 


An English Expert Astonishes a 
Distinguished Audience.

Startling Exposure of Clairvoyant and Medium 
Humbugs. 


From the New York Times. 

Mr. Stuart Cumberland, a young English- 
man whe has just arrived in this country, 
gave at the Everett House last evening a pri- 
vate exhibition of his powers in what fie calls 

thought-reading.”” The experiments were 
very much like those with which the public 
has been made familiar through the experi- 
ments of Brown and Bishop, who call their 
experiments “‘mind-reading.”” In addition 
to his exhibition of this peculiar power Mr. 
Cumberland also undertakes to expose and 
make explanations of all the phenomena he 
has ever seen performed the most 
famous of the co-called spirit mediums, 
Foster, Slade, and the Fox Sisters. The 
tests last evening were given in the pres- 
ence of anumber of gentlemen who have 
made the study of this subject a speciality. 
Among them were Drs. George M. Beard, 
McLane Hamilton, Meredith Clymer, Brink- 
ley, A. R. Ball, Swain, George D. Smith, and 
C.-L. Dana, and the Rey. Drs. George H. 
Hepworth, J. D. Buckley, editor of the Chris- 
tian Advocate; J.P. Newman and Henry 
Ward Beecher; Prof. Sizer, Messrs, Stecle 
Mackaye, Andrew C. Wheeler, J. Jay Brady, 
lr. P. Shaw, Lorin Palmer, Charles Ressiguie. 
and Mr. Cumberland’s managers in this 
country, Major J. B. Pond and Maze Ed- 
wards. Before beginning his experiments 
Mr. Cumberland said tnat his investigations 
of all so-called spiritualistic pnenomena had 
convinced him that mental or physical, 
they were either the outcome of what 
he calls thought-reading, or _ trick- 
ery. Spiritual influences, if such - ex- 
isted, had nothing at all to do with the seem- 
ing phenomena which are mental in their 
character, they being simply the result of 
the powers of the mind to control or direct 
the action of the body, or of any other body 
with which the first may be in contact. Stop- 
ping suddenly in his short introduction, Mr. 

‘umberland illustrated his point by saying 
tuthe Rev. Mr. Beecher, *“*Think intently 
upon some object inthe room.” Then he 
uta bandage about his eyes and at once led 
Mr. Beecher over to Dr. Meredith Clymer 
and touched the eye.glasses upon that mene 
man’s nose. *“That’s right,” said Mr. Beech- 
er, considerably astonished at the instaneous 
success of the experiment. The second ex- 
periment was still more djfficult, in as much 
as Mr. Cumberland was out of the room 
when the preparations for it were being 
made. Mr. Beecher was again the medium 
through which he worked. On entering the 
room, two minute specks on the wail, 
which had been agreed upon, were 
quickly pointed out, and then Dr. A. B. Ball 
was selected asa person whom Mr. Beecher 
had thought of. The experiment was com- 
jeted by Dr, Ball becoming the medium, and 
Mr. Cumberland quickly found, as the last 
object selected for him to find, a coin which 
the doctor had hiddenin his shoe. During 
the entire experiment Mr. Cumberland was 
blindfolded, and the only contact he had with 
the persons with whom he was experi:mnent- 
ing was a Poon re of one of the hands, which 
was occasionally raised to the forehead as 
though to get the medium used into closer 
contact with the mind of the operator. Com- 
mon Fam Sey cards, representing the 
ten igures from 0 to 9, were 
laid on the table in the center of the room. 
The medium, this time a reporter, charged 
his memory with the series number ofa 
bunk-note, which happed to be 79,301. One 
after the other cards whose spots represented 
the figures on the bill were selected until ali 
five had been indicated. 

“Is there any gentliemanin the house who 
hasapain about his person?” he asked. 
The Rev. Dr. Hepworth announced that he 
had, and in an instant after contact with the 
reverend gentleman he located the pain in 
the ankle. “It’s right there,” responded the 
Doctor, “and now can’t you remove it for 
me?” “I wish I could,” answered Mr. Cum- 
berland, “but my powerends with locating 
it. Il make no pretentions to clairvoyant 
powers, but that’s the way in which nie. 
voyants locate pain.” 

A bit of white paper was pinned to the

This was 
the Jan laid out by Dr. Beard, who puryose- 
iy give Mr. Cumberiand to understand that 
he ws to discover a hidden object. The test 
Dr. Jeard declared to be done better than he 
iad ‘ver seen it done,

hearing. The last experiment in this line 
was the reading of names written on bits of 
paper. which was nothing but a trick in jug- 

lery, by the use of a dummy paper deceiv- 
ng the perso . who wrote the originals. Mr.

AROUND THE GLOBE, 


An Oregon Man Makes the Trip in 
Eighty Days. 
From the Portland (Or.) Standard, 

Rufus Mallory, of Portland, Or., who re.~ 
turned a few days since froma trip around 
the world, in the course of which he visited 
some of the most noted cities and points of 
interest, was last evening interviewed by, 
Standard reporter, to whom he furnished 
the following synopsis of his voyage: He 
left Portland May 21, and sailed from San 
Francisco on the steamer Oceanic June 6, ar. 
riving at Yokohama on the 25th. Spent a 
few days there and visited Tokio, the capita] 
of the Japanese Empire. From Yokohama he 
went to Shanghai,on the way touching at Koke 
and Nagasaki. From Shanghai he went by 
way of Hong Kong to Singapore, to visit 
which place was the object of his journey. 
His business was to ascertain a method of 
distinguishing between the product of the 
sago palm and a somewhat similar article 
brdught here by Chinese merchants under 
the name of sago flour, but which was 
thought to be prepared from _a certain root, 
and which was used as starch instead of for 
cooking purposes. He inspected the sago 
plantations at Singapore and thoroughly 

osted himself in regard to the business he 

iad undertaken. Finding that he would make 
the trip home more quickly by going 
ahead than by turning back he took romney 
on @ French steamer from Singapore 
Naples. The steamer called at Colombo, 
where “balmy breezes blow softly o’er Cey- 
lon’s Isle.”’ and then at Eden, in Arabia, then 
at Suez, and through the Suez Canal to Port 
Said, and across the Mediterranean to Na- 
ples. He passed Ismailia the day the bat-~ 
tle was fought near by, but did not take a 
hand. He had intended to cross Egypt and 
have a look at the Pyramids and Sphinx, but 
Arabi Pasha had,all the roliing stock of the 
railroad corraled, so he went through to 
Naples, arriving there August 31. 

During the time spent in ag he ascended 
Vesuvius, visited Pompeii and Herculaneum, 
and stayed several daysin Rome. From the 
Eternal City he went to Pisa, as everybody 
knows, to see the leaning tower, and after 
viewing the landscape from the top of it went 
pa, mg and stood upon the Bridge of Sighs 
and hada sailin a gondola, then passed on 
to Florence, aud thence to Milan aud over the 
Alps by the pass of St. Gothard, preferring 
that road to going through the tunnel. De- 
scending the Alps and passing down the Lake 
of Lucerne he came to the picturesque town 
of Lucerne. Leaving here he made the ascent 
of the Richt and climbed up to the platform 
immortalized by Mark Twain, and was more 
fortunate than he in obtaining a view unob- 
structed by clouds of fog of landscape, the 
equal of which cannot be found.

-From London to payee and 
thence home is an everyday trip. he stem- 
er Alaska, on which he took passage from 
Liverpool to New York, was no every- 
day affair, however, as her rate of speed was 
from 425 to 435 miles per day. During the en- 
tire trip Mr. Mallory onluad the best of 
health and no seasickness or anything else 

revented him from attending promptly to 
he dinner-gong every day of his absence. 
From reading Jules Verne one is led to sup- 
pose that it is a great feat to go round the 
world in eighty days, but the time spent by 
Mr. Mallory in actual travel was less than 
that, and he is contident that he can make 
the trip in seventy days.

CARLISLE, 


Remarkable Leadership of the Coming 
Speaker. 
Washington Cor. of the Detroit Free Press. 


No publie man in recent years has made a 
more enviable reputation than John G. Car- 
lisle. His influ nce and strength among pub- 
‘lic men have grown rapidly in recent years. 
He has not attained his prominence by a large 
quantity of speech-making in the House of 

tepresentives. It has been a fine quality of 
ppeecn- manne that has given him so great 
repute as adebater. His first appearance in 
Washington was as a member of the Forty- 
fitth Congress. Speaker Kandall then gave 
him an obscure committee position; he was 
assigned to the Committee on Expenditures 
in the Navy Department, and he was also 

ut atthe footof the list of Democrats on 

he Committee on the Electoral Count. Al- 
though he was thus deprived of many 
opportunities enjoyed by some of 
nis associates, yet Mr. Carlisle was a labor- 
ious and diligent student of important 
public questions and the details of legi-ia- 
tion. He did not seek prominence. Le was 
then, as he is now, a quiet, unassuming man, 
approachable, courteous and dignified. The 
leading members of both parties gradually 
came to know him as a man of exceptionally 
good judgment, a clear thinker, a strong 
log'-’an, and a member who was never car- 
ried away by extreme views or party pee. 
In the organization of the Forty-sixth House 
of Representatives Mr. Carlisle Was trans- 
ferred from the Committee on Ex enditures 
inthe Navy Departnrent to the Ways and 
Means Committee. Some of the colleagues 
on that committee were ola and experienced 
members—Fernando Wood, Gen. Garfield 
and Judge Kelly. But protectionists an. 
revenue reformers alike, both in and out of 
Congress, were not jong in discovering that 
Mr. Carlisle was, in some respects, the strong- 
est manonthe committee. From that day 
to this the tariff monopolists have feared 
Carlisle more than any other manin public 
life.

Judge Kelley, who has great admiration for 
Carlisle, made at the time similar comments 
on the speech referred to.

said to me that he had just finished reading 
the speech, and he expressed the opinion 
that, taken all in all, it was the strongest 
tariff speech he had ever read. 

Senators and Kepresentatives have not yet 
ceased to quote from Mr. Carlisle’s speech on 
the three per cent bill and the national 
banks. It was made in the Forty-sixth Con- 
gross. and is an admirable example of Mr.

KILLED IN THE PLAY. 


Terrible Ending to the Drama of 
Si Slocumin Cincinnati. 


Frank Frayne Kills Anna Von Behren at a 
Matinee.

CINCINNATI, December 1.—The tragedy at 
the Coliseum Theater yesterday afternoon is 
exciting great comment. Before a crowded 
house containing nearly 2,500 persons Frank 
Fragne, the actor, shot and killed Miss Anna 
Von  Belbren.
